The conviction for fraud of another 
eminent Londou solicitor will tend to 
shako the faith of EnglihL property own- 
ers iu the efScacy of the preposterous re- 
strictions which they have hedged about 
tho traffic in real estate. Frederick Dims- 
dale, a lawyer of the highest standing, 
has just been sentenced to penal servitude 
for life, and some of his aoces.'jorics to 
lighter terms of imprisonment, for hav- 
ing forged and uttered certain leases by 
which they disposed of land to which 
they had no title. The fraud was com- 
mil"lod in this manner: — Dim.sdale would 
buy up IjiuliUng sites, and forthwith 
lease them, .-iover il times over, to his toed, 
Moore. Tbo lat'.or would burrow uionoy 
on each of tho leases, a process perfdctly 
easy under the English system, in wliich 
titles aro not regist(!red, and soarcli is nut 
aiatli) bo.yoiid the title of the lainlloi-d, in 
this cuBo DimHiialo himself. As bjng as 
tbo interest was paiil everthiog went 
along swimmingly. Dims lale and his 
subordinate had netted £300,000 hofor.; 
an unlucky accident revealed to an in- 
tending mortgaueo tlint ho had already 
advance 1 iiii ney on a lease which .Nioore 
brought to liim, D.^ioi-don of ilo' fraud 
and airest of the pi-rpelralors f(dl(iu-ed. 
No defituce was ato nipled at the trial. 
Tha plan adopted by .I>ip;sdalo was so 
simple and oll'ectuul that it is a wonder 
some clever villain had not discovered it 
before.

Russia declared in favor of 
a congress, not a conference, aud that 
it Bbould not meet in the capital of any 
signatorial state. 

Beuun, Feb. 19. — In tho reichstag 
to-day, iu response to an interpellation 
of Benuingseu, Bismarck stated ho bad 
little practically now to lell. lie then 
discussed tbo soparato provisions of 
tho prolimiuarie.s of peace, and showed 
that Germany's interests are not allect- 
ed in such a manner as to oblige her 
to deviate from ber previous attitude. 
H« described the npprehousions re- 
specting tho Dardauellos as not- justi- 
fied by tbo actual situatiidi. Kogard- 
ing the [jositioii to be tiik( ii Ijy Ger- 
many, he said he could not now give 
any official information as tbe docu- 
ments only came into his posaeesioD 
to day. He did not believe in a Euro- 
pean war, as the powers who opposed 
Knssia would have to assinno tho 
responsibility of tho legacy left by 
Turkey. Goiiniiiiy was iu favor of 
hastening the assembling of the con- 
feronco, which perhaps will meet with- 
in tho lirst fortnight of March. Ho 
rejected omphatioally all suggestions 
that (ierinaiiy should iiitorv(;ne, and 
declareil .she was willing iioiiorably to 
inodiate, but did not wish to oxerciso 
the otHce of arbiter of Europe.

C ar cou.duct, if it were to bo shaped by 
the policy of Mr. Bright and his political 
confedoraLes, would earn us tho coutenipt 
of Europe, and pouplo uro not long in 
maltroatiug thoso whom thoy despise. 
Wo huvo recently opened our columns to a 
philological controversy on tho original 
meaning of tho word jireMif/a, not because 
the quostiou has any political ui jsracticQl 
bearing.but solely because it is curious and 
intoresling. But tho whole world knows 
what is meant in England by the word jires- 
tiijc; and the best deliuitiou that could bo 
given of it would bo that once given 
rather cynically by Lord Palmoralon of 
tho word merit. Prestige is one man's 
opinion of another, one nation's opinion 
of another. In other words, it is theesi 
mate in which an individual or an army, 
or a community, is hold. Any one who 
says that prestige, thus candidly stated 
and understood, is of uo valiio can evi- 
ilently not bo argued with. It is prestige 
that is now carrying tlioliusaittu troops to 
Adrianople, and sotting tho Turks to rout 
without lighting. It is prestige tbat gives 
f»rco to the policeman's truncheon, 
though out of sight and hidden in bin 
coat pocket, it is tho belief that tho po- 
licomau will knock him down that deters 
the rough from indulging, in tho iiohoo- 
inan's prosonco, in his natural proponsi 
ties, Tt is Gormany's prostigo that in- 
duces Bnssia to shape hor course in the 
war against Turkey with deforenco to 
(icimai.y's in'orcMts and Gormany's sns- 
c;-ptibilit:cs. It is the absenco of prestige 
on tho part of England, or, in plainer 
language, tho belief that England will bo 
compelled by j\lr. Bright, I\Ir. Gladstone, 
Sir William Ilarcourt, and tho bulk of the 
Liberal party, not to interfere for tbo u«- 
Hortion of its rights and defence of its 
interosfs, that causes Russia to ignore 
tlioui. Had we been as resolnto as (ior- 
manv iu otiier words, h.ul wo said that 
wo should (-(Mtiii.ly tight if our 
wi.ilics were i,ol r. sijceded wo should 
not 1)(> lilon^ wo lire now. If wi> 
i-till have! lo light, we shall have to thank 
the j.eaco p irly oiici^ more for tbat painful 
duty. It was (piite imjjossiblo that the 
course pursued by the English Iilborals 
would not land this cuuntry iu one or 
other of tho two issues— war or surrender; 
wo had better bo honest and aay humil- 
iation. .But when England's prostige is 
oncG gone, that is to say when it is once 
thoroughly understood that England 
will, under no circumstances, be induced 
to usH'rt herself, I]ng!and'a commerce 
will soon follow. .Mr. P.right, who is 
nothing, in his historical snrveys, if 
slodlow, denounced all car grout 
wars; yet it might idansihly be argu- 
ed that all our great wors prepared 
t!ie way for, and laid the foundations of 
(■ur great coiumercial triumiihs. Knssia, 
a pour couutry, is sjii'iuling millions upon 
milliou.-i on the present w.ir. But, if suo- 
ce-sbful, .-liij will be handaomo'y recouped 
in a oommercial sense; for lier traders 
will folio n' her ligbtors, It will then bo 
seen that "the Slieltield penknife and tho 
yard of e'al ico" Ikivo not bei'ii benefitted 
b\- a craven and pusillanimous avoidance 
of our duties.

Mr. Beaven moved, That this House is 
of the opinion that the salaries of all per- 
sons, (whether monthly or annual) in 
employ of tho tloviM-niuiiiit , i-hould bu 
placed iu tho Estimates for thiH and uub- 
sequcnt years, in detail, under the De- 
partment thiough which Ihey are to be 
employed ajd paid. 

The mover eaid tho evil of mixing up 
salaries with other expenditures bad ex- 
isted since Confederation, and it was moat 
desirablo thai, the iiiiittLT bhoiilil lie recti- 
fied in order that; the eonntry eoiiid tell 
the exact amount paid for salaries. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr.

Mr. Hniitliu tliouKht tho raaolu- 
tion wa.ia step in tlie ritrht ili reetioii, and 
with tho insertion of Mr. IMura'H muond- 
ments Ue would support it. (Hoar ) U 
would be quite impossible, hov. L w r, to 
plaoo tho salarieM of srhool teaelier.s sep- 
arately on tlie Ksliiniitii.s Tho llovorn- 
mont had already determined to comply 
as far as ])oSMihlo with the provi.sioiia of 
the reaolution. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr, Tolmie was sure tho Uoverumont 
would be willing to give all the infurma- 
tion obtainable but it was absurd to es- 
peot impossibilities of any adrainiRtration.

Mr, Beavon moved the following roso- 
lution: That this House while temporarily

EUiot'.s) 
resolution that could bo construed as ro- 
laxing tho obligations of tho Dominion 
Govornmont to tho Province. With ref- 
erence to Mr. Beavon's allusions to tlio 
guarantee of interest and the capitaliza- 
tion of it, ho would remind that gentle- 
man that tho Provincial Govornraeut had 
already agreed to submit the que.stion to 
arbitratiou. whether the sum of §250,000 
promised in lion of guarantee was a gift 
or a loan. Tho Dominion Government 
had, however, refii od to allow the niios- 
tion to 1)0 Rottlod in such a manner. 

Mr. Smith Hiiid the re.sohilion was of 
uo value. It was like a dose of salts ud- 
miui^terod on top of a dc-io of castor oil — 
A regular repetition of tho dose. (Laugh- 
ter,) The dry dock was gone, but wLioso 
fault was it? Not the present but tho 
late Government's. Who let tbo contraitt 
tci Hay ward & JcnkiuMon for a coU'erdaru 
and tlien liud to goto Loudon to got it 
transferred V Why, tho Walkcm Govern- 
ment! Who went to London for every- 
tbingV British Columbia couldn't (lo 
anything without going to London which 
must be a wonderful place— the onii>o 
rinm of the wholo world. (Loud laugh- 
ter.) AVho drove tho first pile and cclii- 
bitiid a |)ioco of it in tho liuuse tho other 
day? Tho Walkom Government ! Jt 
was DeCostno.s— that bright stiu ! — who 
had dono all this harm to tho dry dock 
scheme; ho was tho perfect Venus, and 
this resolution was his satellite. (Re- 
newed l.inght.'r ) ft was a terrible light 
and iiiry tiring — nulliiiig in it after ail. 
Tlioro Was no graving dock ; no, Mr. 
Speaker, no, nothing, only a "grave in a 
dock." and this all oitme idjout bocauso 
the late Government didn't know any- 
thing about building it. Tho whole con- 
cern that had cost more than $200,000 
wouldn't fetch $2,500 at auction to-mor- 
row. The machinery might bo worth 
Hometliing, but tho boiler was "bui,tod" 
in landing it, and so what was the 
good of talking about the matter.

Game law. 



Ftillowiug is tiio .-jiihitaneo of a ganio 
law petitioned for by somo Iti-") residents 
of tins city and vicinity: neither deer, 
elk, reindeer, cariboo, wild rabluts nor 
hare sball be hunted, killed, trapped or 
wounded between tbe 10th of January and 
the 10th of August, Gronse, partridge, 
(lunil, prairie fowl, water fowl, all kinds 
of duek, meadow lark, thrush or robin 
shall not bo liunted, shot, etc., between 
tho Ist of Alarch and tho itJth of .Vngutit. 
No peison shall buy or sell or have iu 
possc-ition any of the animals or birds 
during the period in which they are thus 
protected, e.\copt for three days imme- 
diately after tho couimiMioenioiit of such 
period. No eggs of any of tho bints shall 
bu taken or destroyed or po.^sessod at any 
time. For a suspected breach of tbe pro- 
visions of tho Act a Magistrate may issue 
a search warrant and order tho seizure of 
such animals or birds or eggs found on 
any premises or jierson. For each of- 
fence, iu ea.so of nmnials, forfeiture, and 
a 111, e not e\i;> uding .'iiiU or UO diu's' itn- 
prifoninent may bo imposed; in thu case 
oi birds or oggs, forfeiture, and a fine 
not excoeding S25 or 30 days' imprison- 
ment; in the case of other breaches a fino 
of not more than $G0 and not less than $5, 
or imprisonment not exc.H ding 70 nor less 
than 10 iluys. Ono half of such fine to bo 
paid the jno-iecutor unh^Bs colluHion with 
tUo aeeuacd is suspected. The hunting 
of any of tho animals or birds nameii 
within the proteciod pori(»d, by dogs, i^^ 
also an olVeiioo against the Act, and for it 
tho dogs may bo iloatroyod or the ownor.s 
Ihoreof imprL-ionod oi- Ihiod.

Russia and Her Wars with Turkey, 

Tho Venorablo Archdeacon Wright last 
evening delivered his tecond lecture on 
the above subject. Tho lecture was most 
interesting and intellectual, especially to 
Englisbmon, The Archdeacon commenced 
his leoluro at the period of tbo Treaty of 
Adriauople, iu Soptomber, 1829, after 
wliich ho roviowod the causes leading to 
tho war of 18-11, when Mehctuot 
Ali I'ovoltod. Thou tho treaty by which 
all ships of war were provonted from oii- 
tei'itig tho Danlanolles was alluded to, 
anil tho fai-t that tho two countries subse- 
quently remained at police for twolyo 
years, when a dispute arose in 
tho year 1853 between tho Roman 
Catholic and Orook CUurchos respecting 
tho rights of places of worship in Palos- 
tiiio. France, as tho champion of tho 
Latin races, was appoalod to, and Turkey 
agrcoiug with hor, suddenly found ber 
other ally, lliiBsia,boaringdown on her us 
tbo el.ampion of tho Christians. Tho 
venerable gentleman then reviewed tho 
Urimeau war in an able and most masterly 
maniior; also, the Polish war, and that 
rocontly raging, showing that tho Turks, 
instead of being tho perpetrators of tho 
vile alrooities of which they bad boon ao- 
ciisetl, were much to blame for not hav- 
ing, as they were driven back, do- 
st riyed all crops and villages on 
their lino of retreat. Ho showed 
how tho P-iloariiuis liml bieii guilty of 
deeds so uionstroiis that oven tlio Rus- 
.■-iftus liad shiiddored at tliom. The stand- 
ing of the twoormios w.ts also most ably 
dejiioted, clearly domoiiiitraliug that nn- 
les.s liussia were stopped she would lie 
nl)l<G)eforo tho end of the present century 
to command over ;!,.")(in,(ll)0 men, and 
would then ho capable of doing alnn>st 
anything olio pleased. At tho close 
of tho lecture Mr. Fell moved a vote 
of thanks to tbo reverend lecturer, which 
was tendered by Mr. R. Williams. Tho 
aiidieiieo was very attenlivo from tlrst to 
last and displayed a hearty apprteiution 
of the Archdeacon's efl'orts. 

Petition from Shuswap. 

Jilesir^t. Olia'e, Maeplierson, McIJryau, 
and AVillianiH, residents in the vicin- 
ity of Littlo Shuswap Lake have 
petitioned the House to annull an 
an award of land made by the Indian 
(.'ommissionors. The putitionors state 
that they lociiti'd tho lands o'ceupied by 
tliem 1'.^ ;. ears ago, |)revion.i to which tho 
Indians imd ceded lo the ( h)vernnieiit all 
claim.; to l.md 1\ ing mi I he souih side of 
South Thompson Piiver; that they hoped 
their neighbors v/ould be of tlio civilized 
r, ices and that ihoy woiihl have a school 
and other advantages in their midst. In- 
stead of this Ihe petitioners set forth that 
the Ccmmissioiier.-i have awarded lo In- 
dians a tract of laud or, the st.tith side of 
tho river, omhraciug a highway four 
miles long and upwards of a milo in 
breadth, thus enclosing tbom within a 
huge Indian reservation isolating them 
from tlieir neighbors and closing the high- 
way to trallie. The petitioners then pro- 
coed to state that if the au-ard iscairied 
out they and their slock will be exposed to 
depredations of the Indians as wi'U as to 
danger from scores of btarvod and raven- 
ous Indian dogs. Virtaally, the petition- 
ers add, they will be ostracised, and their 
property, on tho improvement of which, 
tliey have expended upwards of a decade 
ol thoir most vigorous manhood, will ba 
coiificated, for property with such sur- 
roundings will be uttorly valueless, 

AcciDEN-r---Tlio miuufac'.ory of IMuir- 
head & Mann, Store .'-treot, was nearly 
tlio scone of a fatal accitlent yesterday 
morning. .\ young man named Henry F. 
Bishop while tomling a planer had tho 
sleeve of his juinnor c vnghtand tho right 
;u-ni drawn i:v.!> lii" e.ig. llo was rescued 
from his perilous sit i dion, not before 
tho fore urin was badly lacerated and 
stripped of ilcbh and imisido from the 
wrist to tho elbow. Tho arm was dressed 
bv Dr. Davie, and the young man sent to 
his father's home on tbe Esquimnlt 
road.
